UTAH CAR SALES 
IN JANUARY 516 


Registrations Ahead 
Of December, but 
Below Year Ago 


By FRED BENNETT 

ALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, Feb. 
13.—_New car registrations in 
Utah jumped from 228, in Decem- 
ber, to 516 in January. They were 
below the figures for January, 
1927, however, which were 612. In 
Salt Lake county, which embraces 
upward of 50 per cent. of the 
popplation of the entire state, 
sales of new cars during the month 
fell off more than one-third, com- 

pared with January last year. 

Weather conditions have held up 
sales during the past six or seven 
weeks, but the weather is almost 
springlike now and business is pick- 
ing up. The new models are creat- 
ing a lot of interest. The Ford com- 
pany is expected to make deliveries 
in this section in the next few weeks, 
it was stated by an official of the 
local branch of that company. He 
said the dealers were sending them 
many orders. 

Chevrolets led the list in January, 
with 199 registrations. Essex was 
next, with 38. Pontiac followed, with 
36. Thirty-eight makes of cars were 
represented in the month’s registra- 
tions. The Ford was accredited with 


The used car situation is fair. 
Since the improvement in the 
weather it has showed renewed 
signs of life, but during January it 
was very quiet. Used car men say 
that nothing in particular stands 
out at the present time in the way 
of prices or type of cars used. 

Collections are described as satis- 
factory for the better grade of mer- 
chandise, but not so satisfactory for 
the older used cars. 

While there is a lot of unemploy- 
ment in this section just now, the 
Situation is not at all alarming and 
in the next few weeks work is ex- 
pected to be plentiful. The general 
credit situation is rather unsatis- 
factory. A prominent banker said 
that people have overbought and he 
was looking for a depression. He 
added, however, “I do not think it 
will hit this section as hard as othe 
ers. Conditions are more firm 
here.” 

Some new industries are in sight 
for the near future, including a 
large smokeless coal plant. In the 
metal mining industry things are 
looking prosperous. The other day 
$50,000,000 worth of new ore was re- 
ported to have been struck at one 
of the big camps of the state.

The Upward Turn 


OW that the year 1928 is somewhat over a month old 

we can begin to see definite confirmation of the pre- 
dictions of business improvement which have been rife since 
the fall of 1927. In a bulletin just issued the Merchants 


National Bank of Detroit has this to say :— 

“The first month of the new year has brought definite evi- 
dence of an upward turn for industry. Improvement has been 
particularly noted in the great basic and barometric lines of iron 
and steel, automobiles, railroad equipment and building. In addi- 
tion, the year has begun with business under the impetus of an 
agricultural income from 1927 crops some $635,000,000 in excess 
of that for 1926. Wholesale commodity prices also are firmer. 

“Coxuditions in the iron and steel industry were especially sig- 
nificant of the slump in general activities in 1927, and they point 
equally to the improvement since the start of the year. Operations 
of steel mills have expanded from a low level of about 60 per cent. 
of capacity last autumn to more than 77 per cent. At least twelve 
idle blast furnaces were placed in activity during the first half of 
January, th@largest gain for a like period in more than two years. 
The increase in unfilled orders of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion in December was the largest gain for any month since 
December, 1924. 

“Interest centered upon the automobile industry because of 
the opening of the large motor car shows in January together with 
important developments in the trade. Continuance of the keen 
competitive situation has been emphasized by the appearance of 
numerous new models and many price reductions. However, there 
was an under-production of cars in 1927, and the new year has an 
accumulated demand to provide for. Production is increasing and 
employment at automobile plants is running at a higher level than 
one year ago.” 

The bulletin goes on to note healthy conditions in the 
building field, with the cotton spinning industry the only 
basic industry which faces a difficult situation. And here 
the cotton mills are adjusting their difficulties by co-opera- 
tive reduction of output to cope with the problem of excessive 
productive capacity. 

In other words, the prosperity brought by the new year 
is widely disseminated over all the basic industries, our own 
among the number. Inevitably this means prosperity 
equally widely spread. It is quite probable that 1928 will 
set a new mark in American prosperity. 


South Carolina Thinks It Over 


UST a few days ago The Automotive Daily News carried | 
the announcement that the Supreme Court of South 
Carolina had decided that enforcement of the blue law 

under the terms of which gasoline could not be sold in the 
state on Sunday was a perfectly legal proceeding. 

It is a pleasure to be able to record that this deci- 
sion will not go into effect—for a time at any rate. 
Chief Justice Watts has filed an order holding up en- 
forcement cf the law pending hearing on a motion for 
a reargument of the case. South Carolina is getting 
time to think things over before enforcing an ancient 
law that may have had a definite value in its time, but 
which does not meet the exigencies of modern life 

Our national failing for playing with laws breaks out 
every once in so often in the revivifying of some ancient 
statute of this kind which disrupts to a more or less serious 
degree the entire course of modern life. South Carolina is 
setting a good example for all of us in taking time for sober 
consideration before plunging headlong into dubious legal 
experiments of outworn laws.

Automotive Firms in Hudson Co., N. J.,

ERSEY CITY, N. J., Feb. 13.— 
Retail sales of automobiles, 
batteries and accessories in Hud- 


son county, which reached their 
peak in 1927 during the month of 
October, will chalk up even great- 
er gains during 1928, according to 
leaders in the three distinct au- 
tomotive fields here in state- 
ments to the Automotive Daily 
News. 

Frank M. Mitchell, president of 
the Hudson County Auto Trade 
Association, states that the recent 
shows in New York, Newark and 
Jersey City have shown the dealers 
in Hudson county that the satura- 
tion point has not been reached. 
Mr. Mitchell said:— 

“I predict the greatest automo- 
bile season this year that Hudson 
county has ever had. With the 
advent of the vehicular tunnel, 
which is not only bringing indus- 
tries to Jersey City and surround- 
ing towns, but home owners as 
well, cur population will in the next 
ten years or more be doubled, and 
as a better class of people start 
buying and building their own 
homes, so will the sale of automo- 
biles increase.” 

A. G. Eyre, president of the 
Hudson County Storage Battery 
Dealers’ Association, says that 
marked increase in business has 
been reported by members of the 
association for Jersey City, Ho- 
boken and North Hudson com- 
munities and that battery dealers 
are anticipating the coming boom 
by building new and larger sta- 
tions, erection of additions or the 
acquisition of branch stores. 
Member dealers, he says, already 
note the brisk pickup in trade 
conditions, although the winter 
months have always been the 
slowest in the trade. ; 

B. C. Rabb, head of the Hudson 
Boulevard Automobile Accessory 
Dealers’ Association, says that busi- 
ness has continued brisk at a time 
of the year when it has in past 
years been in a slump. He credits 
the boom to the large number of 
industrial projects that have started 
in the county as the result of the 
opening of the tunnel.

Recent Price Cuts Still 
Cause Some Worry 
In Trade 


By RAY CARMICHAEL 

ONTREAL, Feb. 13.—Whether 

the automobile trade has yet 
adjusted itself to the position the 
industry found itself in following 
the announcement of the new 
Ford car is not yet quite clear. 

In the early part of December, 
Ford’s new car was shown and 
prices announced. Since then other 
makers have been readjusting their 
body types and making a few engi- 
neering changes the better to meet 
competition. Several companies 
manufacturing cars in the Ford 
class have of late greatly reduced 
their selling prices—in some cases 
below Ford's—at the same time ex- 
plaining to the public that they were 
in a position to make these reduc- 
tions through lower manufacturing 
costs of their own arising out of in- 
creased sales last year, regardless 
of the fact that they were shut 
down the latter half of the season 
awaiting the coming of the new 
Ford model. 

It is quite likely that makers of 
automobile paris in Canada are 
going to be asked to absorb a large 
proportion of this price reduction, 
and it remains to be seen whether 
greater sales volume, due to lower 
prices, will offset the effect of 
these reductions. It is doubiful 
whether the automobile industry 











will be much better off. 

The greatest drawback to lower 
priced cars in Canada is the variety 
of types being produced, the output 
of some of which does not exceed 
1,000 cars a year. On account of 
tool costs, it is impossible to produce 
cheaply in Canada in quantities less 

5,000 cars per year. The result is 
that small cars produced in ‘large 
volume have in the past carried the 
burden of larger models produced in 
small numbers. The question now 
arises, whether, with lower prices on 
the smailer cars, it will be possible 
to manufacture the larger models 
any longer as made-in-Canada ma- 
chines. 

The coming year is one of good 
promise for the automobile and 
the automobile parts industries 
so far as volume of sales is con- 
cerned, but the outlook for earn- 
ings is not so reassuring.

Fyrac Spark Plug 
Wins Decision in 
Infringement Suit 


Rockford, Dl, Feb. 13.—Finis 
has been written to the six-year- 
old legal struggle of Mrs. Ellen 
Bergstrom against the Fyrac Man- 
ufacturing Company, involving 
patent infringements of the man- 
ufacture of Fyrac spark plugs and 
possible royalties amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
The United States Circuit Court 

of Appeals handed down a decision 
reversing the finding of Judge Adam 
C. Cliffe rendered in March, 1927, 
which were favorable to the Berg- 
strom interests. At that time, Judge 
Cliffe issued an injunction in favor 
of Mrs. Bergstrom, ruling that the 
manufacture of Fyrac plugs was a 
patent infringement and ordering 
an accounting of all plugs manu- 
factured up to that time. 

The present reversal of this de- 
cision in favor of the Fyrac Manu- 
facturing Company and F. G. Hog- 
land, president, ends the legal tan- 
gle which started in 1922 with the 
filing of suit against the manufac- 
turing company for patent infringe- 
ments.
